St. Joseph's Hospital opened its doors in 1869 as 
the city's first hospital. Instrumental in bringing this 
about was the Right Reverend John Henry Leurs, 
Bishop of the Diocese, who purchased a hotel known as 
Rockhill House. It was his influence, too, which 
brought from Germany the Sisters to operate it, the 
Poor Handmaids of Jesus Christ, a Community devoted 
to the care of the sick and poor, and the education of 
youth. 

The hospital's evolution is marked by a progressive 
building program which got underway as early as 
1S/Soeivety tew yeatsen .. 20 183151884, 51890, 

1899, 1912, 1928, and 1962 . . . additions went up, 
each one bigger and more elaborate, until today the 
physical plant occupies a full city block. 

St. Joseph's is a 300-bed general hospital. It has 
facilities for clinical experience in surgical, medical, 
pediatric and obstetric nursing care.
